New  Hampshire  Primary . . . 


Nixon,  McCarthy  Do  Well

CONCORD,  N.H.  (UP)-Surprise 
was  the  key  word  in  Tuesday’s 
Presidential  preferential  primary 
held  in  New  Hampshire.  Sen.  Eu- 
gene J.  McCarthy,  a “peace”  can- 
didate, exceeded  the  most  optom- 
istic  prediction  of  most  pollsters 
when  he  captured  a remarkable 
36  per  cent  of  the  votes  cast.  Presi- 
dent Lyndon  B.  Johnson  received 
54  per  cent  of  the  vote  in  the 
Democratic  primary,  while  various 
other  candidates  controlled  the  re- 
maining ten  per  cent. 

Governor  Nelson  Rockefeller  of 
New  York,  who  had  predicted  that 
an  unauthorized  write-in  campaign 
would  give  him  15  per  cent,  polled 
less  than  ten  per  cent.  Michigander 
George  Romney,  despite  his  offi- 
cial withdrawal  from  the  primary, 
captured  tw’o  per  cent  of  the  vote. 
Other  Republicans  who  received 
votes  w'ere  Gov.  Ronald  Reagan  of 
California,  one  per  cent;  Harold 
Stassen,  one  per  cent,  Charles 
Percy,  George  Wallace  and  others, 
six  per  cent. 


Among  the  lesser  known  and 
more  important  aspects  of  the  pre- 
ferential primary  are  the  elections 
of  delegates  to  the  Democratic  and 
Republican  National  Conventions. 

Democratic  returns  indicated  that 
the  pro-Johnson  vote  had  been  split 
between  44  Johnson  supporters 
vying  for  24  seats  on  the  delega- 
tion, thus  enabling  McCarthy’s 
single  slate  of  delegates  to  cap- 
ture control  of  23  seats.  The 
President  will  control  one  dele- 
gate to  the  Convention. 

Republican  returns  from  118  or 
30  per  cent  of  the  302  precincts 
showed  Nixon  receiving  all  8 GOP 
delegates. 

McCarthy  appeared  before  a 
jubilant  crowd  of  supporters  in 
Bedford  shortly  after  9 p.m.  and 
predicted  victory  in  the  Wiscon- 
sin primary. 

“We  started  out  with  confidence 
that  if  we  could  get  the  people 
of  New  Hamsphire  to  listen,  they 
would  respond  the  way  they’ve 
responded  tonight,”  McCarthy  said. 
“We  won’t  only  win  in  the  pri- 
maries, we’ll  pick  up  large 
amounts  of  delegates  in  nonpri- 
mary states.”

A large  vote  for  Johnson  in  the 
industrial  city  of  Manchester  put 
the  President  ahead  to  stay  in  the 
first  major  test  of  sentiment  on  the 
Vietnam  War.  But  McCarthy  ran 
neck-and-neck  with  Johnson  in 
many  other  communities  and  beat 
the  President  in  the  seacoast  city 
of  Portsmouth. 

Nixon,  reestablishing  his  image 
as  a winner  after  defeats  in  the 
1960  presidential  election  and  1962 
California  gubernatorial  campaign, 
polled  about  80  per  cent  of  the 
Republican  vote. 

He  called  the  results  of  the  New 
Hampshire  campaign  “one  more 
pressure  on  Governor  Rockefeller 
to  make  up  his  mind.” 

“The  people  want  to  see  the  man 
and  hear  the  man  and  know  his 
position,”  Nixon  said.  He  said  the 
results  must  be  “disappointing” 
to  Rockefeller. 

Rockefeller  was  unable  to  be  in 
New  Hampshire  on  election  eve, 
as  he  was  in  Pittsburgh  accepting 
an  award  for  his  work  in  urban 
affairs.  Before  he  left  Albany, 
N.Y.,  Rockefeller  said,  “He  Nixon 
deserves  it.  He’s  worked  hard  for 
it,  he’s  campaigned,  gone  directly 
to  the  people— and  he's  a great 
Republican.” 

However,  Rockefeller  said  the 
significance  of  the  New  Hampshire 
primary  was  “considerably  re- 
duced as  a result  of  Michigan  Gov. 
George  Romney’s  withdrawal.”

We  will  refund  the 
entire  tuition  to  any  student,  who,  after  completing 
minimum  class  and  study  requirements,  does  not  at 
least  triple  his  reading  efficiency  as  measured  by 
our  beginning  and  ending  tests.  Reading  efficiency 
combines  rates  and  comprehension,  not  speed  atone.
